10 Seamen Lost, 
2 Vessels Sunk

CLEVELAND, April 27.—(AP) 
—Bodies of three seamen lost in 
one of two sinkings by Great 
Lakes freighters on fog-shrouded 
Lake Erie shortly after dawn, 
were recovered by rescue vesseis 
at noon today, the United States 
Coast. Guard reported, as efforts 
were continued to find seven 
other crewmen still missing, 

The victims were not immediately 
identified. 

The James H. Reed, dperated by 
Pickands Mather Lines for the In- 
terlake Steamship Co., of Cleve- 
land, sank about 40 miles north of 
Erie, Pa. after colliding with the 
steamer Ashcroft, operated by 
Canadian Steamship Lines, Ltd., of 
Montreal. 

Ten crewmen from the Reed were 
reported lost, and 28 survivors were 
taken aboard the Ashcroft which 
headed for Erie.

LONDON, April 27.— (CP) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
arrived in London today for the 
forthcoming conference of Com- 
monwealth prime ministers, after 
flying from Canada in a United 
States army Liberator to a near- 
by airport. 

Shortly after he reached London, 
the first prime minister to arrive 
for the conference, it was announc- 


ed that Prime Minister Peter 
Fraser of New Zealand also had ar- 
rived, 


Mr. Mackenzie King was accom- 
panied by Norman Robertson, un- 
dersecretary of state for external 
affairs, Walter Turnbull, secretary 
to the prime minister, and his per- 
sonal staff. 


EXTENDS GREETINGS 

“I slept like a top all night,” the 
prime minister told uewsmen. 

“You won't have much rest here,” 
someone said. 

“We'll have interesting things to 
do, though,” he replied.

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MacKinnon Says: 


Wheat Quotas 
For 1944-1945 
Not Yet Set 


OTTAWA, April 27—(CP)— 
Trade Commissioner MacKinnon 
said today in the commons the 
marketings of wheat in the crop 
year 1944-45 probably will be 
higher than in 1943-44, but the 
government is not as yet able to 
announce the delivery quotas to 
be granted for prairie wheat 
producers, 

The minister said that in the 
present crop year the delivery quota 
initially was established at 14 bush- 

els per authorized acre and later 
raised to 18 bushels. 

The government was not pre- 
pared as yet to state what the 1944- 
45 deliveries under quota might be, 
but the question is being consider- 
ed at present, the minister said, re- 
plying to members who suggest the 
outlook should be made known to 
guide farmers in their wheat seed- 
ing operations this spring. 
DEMAND RUNS HIGH 

In establishing the wheat which 
might be delivered to the wheat 
board the government will take into 
account probable exports and do- 
mestic usage, and the quantity the 
railways are able to handle. 

“The demand for grain both in 
Canada and for export is running 
at very high levels,” said Mr. 
McKinnon. 

The understanding had been that 
about 289,000,000 bushels of wheat 
would be marketable in western 
Canada in the present crop year.

Canada’s second radio network 
should be placed in the hands of 
private enterprise and a control 
commission should be set up out-

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Broken Bylaw 


The first defendant to be prosecuted 
under the bylaw which forbids smoking in 
street cars has made his appearance in 
court and been fined one dollar and costs.

It may be that no one cares a very great 
deal whether there is smoking in street 
cars or not, provided the habit is not in- 
dulged so zealously as to create a public 
nuisance.

A single unen- 
forced bylaw weakens the entire legal 
structure of the city. To permit smoking 
in street cars after that practice has been 
made illegal, is to encourage the infraction 
of other bylaws. .

And the reason why 
the movement to enforce it should be some- 
thing more than a casual gesture.

The Road Stays Open 


Premier Tojo’s ‘Independent Indian 
Army” of Japanese has apparently been 
satisfactorily mauled by British-Indian 
forces and is now trying to get itself lost in 
the jungle where the pursuers may not be 
able to find it. 

The road back to the Chindwin river 
bases is a long and difficult one, and re- 
ports from that quarter are that Stilwell’s 
Chinese troeps and Allied paratroop con- 
tingents are fairly likely to either capture 
the bases or destroy them before the wan- 
derers can cover the distance. The alter- 
native for the adventurers is to improvise 
what shelter they can and spend the mon- 
soon season somewhere in the wilds, As the 
food problem enters into that calculation, 
the one course seems to he about as un- 
promising as the other. The outlook for the 
ILA. is drab, whichever choice they make. 

As for invading India or cutting the 
route by which supplies are forwarded to 
China, the expedition has even less pros- 
pect than it has of extricating itself from 
the trap into which it obligingly trekked. 
As matters stand, Tojo may as well write 
off his invasion force, as he has written off 
the island garrisons marooned from New 
Guinea to the Solomons. That may not 
bother him much, for he is well used to 
scaling down his inventory of effectives. 

What will concern him, and cheer the 
Chinese, is that the supply route stays 
open, and munitions will keep moving from 
India to Chungking. 


The Housing Muddle 


Viewing with justifiable alarm the im- 
pending evictions to take place among Ed- 
monton householders on May 1, a number 
of individuals and organizations have re- 
presented to the city council that certain 
things be done: 

1. That Ottawa be urged to freeze occu- 
pancy in many of these cases and nullify 
the eviction orders, 

2. That pre-fabricated houses within 
the rent reach of servicemen and ex-ser- 
vicemen and their dependents be erected 
here. 

3. That, as a temporary measure, the 
department of national defence should per- 
mit the use of army huts by homeless 
families, 

All these suggestions are essentially 
sound and eminently justifiable, though 
none of them gets down to the fundament- 
als of the housing problem and none of 
them even hints at a permanent solution. 

No one believes that the housing short- 
age in Canada poses an unanswerable 
question, No one believes that a satisfact- 
ory unraveiling of the difficulty is beyond 
the capacity of the authorities. 

The responsibility upon federal, provin- 
cial and municipal authorities to deal with 
the housing problem is equal and urgent. 
No single elected authority can escape 
from it. And until all three get together, 
acknowledge their joint responsibilities 
and work amicably towards a_ solution, 
little can be done beyond expedient mea- 
sures.

The Crash at Montreal 


The tragedy at Montreal is bound to 
arouse some uneasiness in Edmonton and 
in other cities where, because of the loca- 
tion of .the airfields, planes have to fly 
over thickly populated areas and at low 
levels, A good many Edmonton people were 
keenly aware of the danger inherent in 
that situation a year or so ago. But skillful 
management of planes and a large mea- 
sure of good fortune have allayed anxiety, 
because while thousands of planes have 
flown across the most populous parts of 
this city every month, none of them has 
crashed on a home or business place, or in a 
crowded street. 

The fact remains however that danger 
is always present in such circumstances, 
Factors may intervene which no skill on 
the part of a pilot can foresee or avert, A 
sudden “down draft”, catching a low-flying 
plane, may leave the airman no chance to 
avoid collision with a building, or may 
cause a crash in a street, A mechanical de- 
fect may develope in the plane, with the 
like result. 

Nothing is to be gained by going “‘jit- 
tery” on the subject because a plane did 
crash in a crowded section of one city, 
Rather it is to be remembered that such ac- 
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cidents happen so seldom that the crash- 
danger is actually and relatively very low. 
The moral of course is that airfields 
should be located far enough from a city 
that planes leaving and approaching a 
landing place can keep to a good height 
while passing over the populous area—a 
sufficient height to, give the pilot “sea 
room” in which to reach an open space 
should trouble develope.

Dr. Charles Camsell, federal deputy 
minister of mines and resources, said at 
Toronto he does not anticipate any rush of 
settlers into Canada’s far northern areas 
at the close of the war. He emphasized that 
the latent resources of the territory lying 
beyond the present frontiers of settlement 
are mineral and not agricultural. 

This fact, for it is a fact, should be 
stressed in publicity literature relating to 
the farther north, particularly that part of 
the farther north to which attention has 
been called by the construction of the 
Alaska highway. 

No responsible person will undertake 
to set northern limits beyond which crops 
of some kind may not be grown. But that 
gardens have been grown at some points 
on or beyond the Arctic Circle does not 
mean that a new wheat belt has been found 
in the valley of the Mackenzie. 

The extension of cultivation can be car- 
ried on safely in the high latitudes only if 
it proceeds slowly and experimentally, and 
as a side-line by those engaged in other oc- 
cupations as a means of making a living. 
There is nothing in the circumstances to 
warrant an impression in eastern Canada 
or the United States that a vast new field 
for agricultural settlement has been open- 
ed up in the remote northern areas and 
that a trek of covered wagons thither 
would be in order. 

A “rush of settlers” inspired by dreams 
of vast areas of agricultural land in the 
sub-Arctics would bring only disappoint- 
ment to the migrants, would black-list the 
great northland and divert attention from 
the development of its large and varied 
mineral resources.

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Our Nazi Prisoners of War 


Germans Continue Propa- 
ganda Even in Camps of 
North America 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 


Newspaper correspondents have 
been allowed to visit camps in 
which German prisoners of war are 
interned and their revelations are 
important. It is clear that we are 
going farther than the obligations 
of the Geneva convention, Corres- 
pondents, for instance, report being 
greeted by the J 
Nazi salute. The 
Geneva

prisoners salute 
in the manner of f 
their army. There 
is no Hitler sal- f~ 
ute in the Ger- 
man army. A sol- 
dier with his j 
head covered lifts 
his hand in a Dorothy 
conventional mili- | Thompson 
tary salute, and, with head un- 
covered, stands with elbows back, 
at attention. The Hitler salute is a 
party salute and a direct provoca- 
tion.

There are substantiated stories of 
anti-Nazi prisoners being beaten to 
death by Nazis. The permission we 
give for political Nazi celebrations 
in camps, and Nazi _ salutes, 
strengthens the hold of Nazi fan- 
aties over other prisoners. On Wed- 
nesday the camp at Fort Custer, 
Michigan, held a great celebration 
of Hitler's fifty-fifth birthday. 
Knowing Nazi methods, it is certain 
that non-Nazi prisoners were com- 
pelled to attend. 

With all our doctrine of recog- 
nifion and non-recognition of gov- 
ernments, prtsoners, dying, are 
given military funerals with the 
coffins wrapped in the swastika 
flag of the usurper, whose govern- 
ment we are pledged to liquidate. 
If the same German soldier had 
died on a battlefield, he would not 
in all probability be buried under 
the swastika. Just why every mili- 
tary funeral should be amplified by 
the political emblems of a regime 
we are fighting to dissolve, I do not 
know. 

Men live in symbols. The disin- 
tegration of Nazi morale may come 
with defeat. But these prisoners 
will not be present there. They will 
go home in excellent health, having 
been very well fed and cared for. 
And meanwhile, on American soil, 
we shall have kept alive all the 
symbols of their party dictatorship. 

* * * 
The Geneva Convention does not 


provide for situations like this one, 
for it is something new in the 


world. Apparently we have not the 
wits to adjust ourselves to this 
new situation. 

We are failing to divide Nazi and 
non-Nazi prisoners—although the 
Russians have succeeded. A high of- 
ficial said, “you cannot tell a Nazi 
from a non-Nazi by looking at him.” 
But there are ways of telling. I 
think I could tell in five minutes 
conversation myself. Men who put 
up provocative signs on the walls, 
bragging that they will win the war, 
and go around giving Nazi salutes 
are Nazis. If we cannot make anti- 
Nazi camps we certainly can make 
Nazi camps. And if we cannot dis- 
tinguish Nazis from non-Nazis on 
American soil among internees how 
is the AMG going to tell when we 
occupy Germany? 

* * * 


I have before me a copy of the 
Schwarze Korps, official Gestapo 
and S.S. paper, of March 16th. It 
publishes letters from prisoners of 
war in American camps. Unless 
these letters are forged, they have 
all passed our censors. They are 
published as part of a campaign 
for maintaining German morale. 
They attack America; they imply 
bad treatment in American camps; 
they brag that if any German in one 
of our camps weakens they see to 
it that he remains Joyal. 

“IT have been a war prisoner for 
five months. Sorely as this ex- 
perience has undermined my physi- 
cal strength and will continue to 
do so, nothing will change me. On 
the contrary, stronger than before 
is my faith in the strength of my 
Fuehrer and more certain my con- 
victions of our victory.” 

This is from one letter. The 
Geneva convention prevents our 
making propaganda amongst pris- 
oners of war. Must we allow them 
to make propaganda from our 
camps? 

“You can imagine my fate as a 
prisoner of war. What I would not 
give to be back amongst my com- 
rades at the front! Still our courage 
and certainty in final victory re- 
main unbroken. We know what we 
owe our Fuehrer.” 

That is another. 

“You wonder at our unbroken 
faith. Believe me that’s no miracle. 
And if any amongst us think differ- 
ently, be sure we will make him 
faithful. We are all waiting to show 
on our return home that faith and 
deeds are not mere words. Some 
days ago you suffered a terror-at- 
tack from the air, and the visitors 
may have been treated impolitely. 
If everything should become too 
difficult to bear, remain brave! We 
suffer the same sort of thing every 
day—when things are dark look at 
the picture of our Fuehrer that I 
once gave mama.” 

Here there is the straight infer- 
ence that prisoners of war are being 


tortured in our camps. And again 
the party progaganda. 


* * * 


The Geneva convention provides 
for prisoner communication with 
his family—not for pep-propaganda 
urging continuation of the fight. 

Of tcourse these letters may be 
forgeries. But if the censorship is 
as bewildered and easy-going as the 
general treatment, which is without 
any political concepts whatsoever, 
they are likely to be authentic. 

And if they are not authentic— 
then what is the international Red 
Cross doing about this propaganda’ 
Have we made any protest to the 
international authorities governing 
the treatment of prisoners of war? 

One such letter offsets days of 
the radio propaganda that we beam 
on Germany. 

This same article in Schwarze 
Korps brags, “the German soldier 
went into the war as a political 
soldier, and in prison he has be- 
come so in even higher degree.” 

How do we like the boast that 
American prison camps are train 
ing centres for the coming Nazi 
underground? and does not this 
article itself furnish adequate 
grounds for drastically revising our 
practices?

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Board Hearing 
On Rail Wages 
Opens May 4th

OTTAWA, Ont. April 27.—An 
application for increased wages 
which will affect 125,000 railway 
workers in Canada will be heard 


by the National War Labor Board 
in Ottawa on May 4. 
The railway workers are asking 


the same standard as those paid for 
similar work in the United States 
and the railways are opposing the 
increase. 

Railway workers argue that work 
done on the railroads in each coun- 
try is identical, that these railroads 
constitute a continuous transporta- 
tion service, that conditions of op- 
eration are identical and that equip- 
ment is the same. 


VIEW OF RAILWAYS 

It is contended by the railways 
that to grant the increases would 
cost $85,000,000 annually, and that 
this would upset the anti-inflation- 
ary plans of the government, apart 
from being a great shock economic- 
ally to the railway systems. 

They say there is no comparison 
between the economic situation in 
the United States and Canada, and, 
in respect to railways, say that 
freight rates obtained in the United 
States are in some cases 100 per 
cent higher than those obtained in 
Canada. :

If one has no choice, then one 
must be prepared to pay the price 
for living in another's home, not 
in money, but in restriction of 
one’s freedom and in lavish con 
sideration for the persons with 
whom one lives. 

If a parent has some choice she 
shouid weigh the various factors of 
such an existence realistically and 
determine before the choice 
made which one will bring 
greatest satisfactions. 

She should ask herself whether 
she wants to be the constant com- 
Panion of persons older than her- 
self. Will she be resentful when 
these persons, because of the 
perogatives given them by age 
and perhaps the added economic 
burden of this new family, tell 
her what she shall and shall not 
do or show, by their own dis- 
approval, that what she is doing 
displeases them? 

It is weil to remind oneself that 
mother is relatively helpless. She 
can show her resentment and she 
can quarrel about it, but neither 
course is calculated to add any- 
thing to the happiness of her life. 
She no longer has a husband's 
shoulder upon which to weep out 
her woes. 

Children are an enormously com- 
plicating factor in such arrange- 
ments. However much the grand- 
parents love them, when children 
are noisy, or bothersome, or won't 
sleep or eat, they would be angels 
indeed if they never said, “Can't 
you do something about it?” 

To imply that her method of car- 
ing for or dealing with her children 
could be improved upon, offends 
and wounds the young mother who 
wants her children to make the 
best impression upon grandparents. 

The social life of the mother is 
limited. She is expected to be re- 
sponsible for the children and she 
hesitates to invite her own young 
friends to meke merry. 

If one must live with relatives, 
one must steel oneself to ride 
these waves with good-nature for 
the greatest burden for adjust- 
ment must be upon the person 
coming into an established home. 


If one can make a choice, recog- 
nize that loneliness, even strict 
economy of money may be a small 
price to pay for one’s freedom to 
be the person one is, with one’s 
associates as well as with one’s 
children,

Nazi Raiders 
Stab 3 Times 
At U.K. Coast 


LONDON, April 27—(CP)—Ger- 
man air raiders swept over Eng- 
land three times between dusk 
last night and dawn this morning 
and one of their stabs dropped a 
bomb directly on an air raid 
shelter in a south coast city, 
causing many casualties, 

All three raids were brief and 
London itself had no incidents, al- 
though sirens sounded here and 
anti-aircraft defenders prepared to 
battle the enemy planes. 

The city hardest hit was on the 
south coast and a number of per- 
sons were feared dead there. Many 
fires were started. The direct hit 
on the shelter occurred during the 
second of three attacks. 


HIT COASTAL AREA 

All three attackS were directed 
along the coastal area, following the 
enemy's pattern of the last month 
in striking at Allied invasion con- 
centrations rather than harrying the 
capital. The last heavy bombing of 
London was March 25. 

Rocket guns and anti-aircraft 
batteries in the coastal area thun- 
dered in answer to the German 
raiders and night fighters engaged 
them in combat.

Hog Congestion 
Again “Serious” 
At City Plants 


Congestion of hogs at city pack- 
ing plants, relievea for the last 
two weeks by co-operation of 
farmers who were requested not 
to ship their livestock without 
contacting officials at the plants, 
has again reached “impossible” 
proportions, according to S. W. 
Sheppard, senior livestock grader 
at the Edmonton stockyards, 

“No packing plant in Western 
Canada will be able to accept any 
more shipments for the rest of the 
week,” Mr. Sheppard stated. “It 
will probably be Tuesday of next 
week before hogs already on hand 
can be slaughtered and processed.” 

“Congestion is entirely due to 
shortage of labor at the packing 
plants,’ he said. “National Selec- 
tive Service officials are doing 
everything possible to obtain effi- 
cient help to relieve the situation.” 
“Farmers will be better off to 
keep their hogs on light feed to 
prevent them from getting over- 


weight.” 
“There is no possible chance of 
getting them to slaughter and 


farmers should not attempt to ship 
any but the top grade hogs. Only 
hogs that are crowding the top 
grades should be marketed. There 
are still quite a number of lighter 
weight hogs being marketed and 
these are seriously affecting pro- 
ducers who have hogs to sell that 
are approaching the maximum 
weight,” he said.
